TRAFFIC LINES 


Last year we experimented with the feasibility of contracting for some 
of the white line work on state highways by having about 100,000 feet 


done by an outside contractor. In order to interest the limited field

of companies equipped to do such work, it would be necessary to let not 
less than ),000,000 lineal feet of lining. The best outside figure for 
this amount of work would range between 14¢ to 13¢ a foot, which is 


about what it costs to perform the operation with our own forces. 


The main problem confronting us is the increased volume of such work as 
our highway mileage increases. At this time we can just about do the 
entire job in a 12-month period with present personnel and equipment. 
To handle the increasing mileage, we plan to include a request for an 


additional $75,000 in the 1958-59 budget. 
MAINTENANCE PROJECTS 


Our own maintenance forces have begun what is expected to be about five 
weeks work in replacement of the Route 27 bridge over the Delaware and 
Raritan Canal, at Kingston. The old structure was originally built as 
a draw-span but has not been used as such for more than two decades. 


It will be replaced by a completely new fixed span of timber structure. 


In order to speed the work with minimum interference to highway traffic, 
it was decided to close the highway at the bridge site during the con- 
struction period and establish a temporary detour, a fact that was well 
publicized. The detour route was discussed with local authorities prior 


to final determination. 
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MAINTENANCE PROJECTS, cont'd 


The detour includes Washington Street, Princeton; Route U. S. 1 between 
Penns Neck Circle and Ridge Road; Ridge Road between Route U. S. 1 and 
Heathcote Road in Kingston; and Heathcote Road between Ridge Road and 


Route 27. All are hard-surfaced roads. 


To insure proper guidance for motorists we have erected signs along 
Route 27 advising a detour is in effect, directional signs at each of 
the detour route intersections, and confirming signs at various points 


along the detour route.

During the last three years Institutional Construction projects have 
_ largely been done by outside contractors. An estimated $915,900 of 
such work is now about 75 percent completed, leaving a backlog of 


$273,200 to be done. 
MODERNIZATION OF BRIDGE LIGHTING 


During March our Electrical Bureau completed replacement of the old 
bronze lighting units on the Route 35 drawbridge over Shark River, at 
Belmar, and the Route 18 overpass of Jamesburg Road, at Old Bridge. In 
their place were erected standard modern highway lighting units on short 


ornamental aluminum supports. 


At each location it is estimated that the modernization had the effect 
of increasing illumination by 300 percent. This is particularly import- 


ant with regard to the Shark River drawbridge, where gate tenders must. walk

out into the roadway to open and close traffic gates each time the bridge 


is opened and closed. 


Operational cost of the new lighting at the Old Bridge overpass will be 
the same as with the old system. At the Shark River drawbridge there 


will be a reduction in the operational cost. 
VICTORY BRIDGE IMPROVEMENT 


During the latter part of March, installation of "Drawbridge Open" warn- 
ing signs was completed at the Route 35 Victory Bridge approaches in 


Perth Amboy and Sayreville, Middlesex County. 


The signs were erected in response to requests of the Perth Amboy dity 
commissioners, police and the local newspapers. We and they felt the 
signs were needed to eliminate a dangerous condition that occurred when 


the span was opened for river traffic. 


According to the local people, many motorists who are on the span or its 
approaches when the bridge opens prefer to turn around and by-pass the 
structure and use the nearby high-level Edison Bridge instead. The con- 
fusion that results on such occasions was cited by the city and newspaper 


as highly dangerous. 


To eliminate this condition, warning signs were erected at the Route 35 


Sayreville traffic circle, the southerly end of the bridge approaches,

and at the Route 35 - Smith Street, intersection in Perth Amboy, the 
northerly end of the approaches. These signs are neon lighted, 30" x 
72", and carry a message that is visible only when they are lighted. 
Connected electrically to the span, they light just prior to its being 


opened. 


At the south approach, motorists who do not wish to wait for the span 
to close now continue on around the Sayreville circle and make their 
connection with the Edison Bridge. At the northerly end they continue 
west on Smith Street. to its connection with the higher level bridge. 


Each movement is now made withowt conflict to other traffic.

General Informational Note to Editors: 


Within the past few years there have occurred instances when the Department has had 
occasion to more or less "coin a phrase" or, to put it another way, be forced to 
lapse into pseudo-technical terms in describing its work. 


To help you visualize what we mean in such instances, we intend to send you infor- 
mational notes when they seem warranted. 


Of late we have had several queries as to just what we mean by a "jug handle" im- 
provement. So we'll start our series with the "jug handle" as our first subjecte 
The sketch below will serve to illustrate the basic "jug handle", 


MAIN HIGHWAY 


The "jug handles" have been a mainstay in the Department's program of providing 
maximum safety, within the limitation of available funds, on overburdened and hazard- 
ous existing highways. The principal feature of the "jug handle" is that it pro- 
vides a separate off-the-highway lane for left turn movements at intersections. 


These lanes take off from the highway in advance of the intersection and convey 
traffic into the cross road from where it crosses the highway with local traffic 
under signal control. Besides providing greater safety, the "jug handle" greatly 
reduces traffic delays which left turns create, Briefly, a “jug handle" can be 
considered as the intermediate degree of intersection control between the simple 


traffic signal and the overpass. 


Since 195) a total of 8 jug handles have been constructed by the Department at 
an estimated average cost of ‘350,000 each.

GENERAL INFORMATION NOTE TO EDITORS: 


Continuing our series of informational notes, we'll devote a few words to over~ 
passes and grade separations and provide you with a little background on this 


phase of highway improvement. 


Actuatly there is a fine, if not completely imaginary, line between the description 
ef an overpass and the description of a grade separation. Both involve bridges 


constructed to carry pedestrian or highway traffic over another road, 


Increased traffic on New Jersey's main highways has created a greater need for 
overpasses to reduce congestion and accident and fatality feequency at princi- 


pal intersections. 


Overpasses cost between $350,000 and $1,000,000 - depending largely on the 
width of main highway and cross road and the number and type of approach ramps 
necessary for traffic movement. Also influencing the cost is the amount of right 


ef way required and the extent of utility relocation. 


Since 195) a total of 7) overpasses have been constructed on the state highway 


system. 
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The above sketches illustrate the comprehensive nature of 
overpass construction, in that in most instances access 
ramps must be extensive. The overpass shown in the upper 
sketch is now under construction at a cost of $765,500 and 


the one shown in the lower sketch was recently completed at 
a cost of $865,000. Neither of these costs included right 


of way nor engineering charges.

Trenton, March 12 - The State Highway Department today received only one 
bid on proposed construction of two new bridges and resurfacing four other ex~ 
isting bridges on Route U. S. 0 in Egg Harbor Township and Atlantic City, 
Atiantic County. 

In line with its regular practice, the tid was not technically accepted or 
read because it exceeded the engineers! estimate of cost, The project may be 
rewadvertised and new bids received in the near future, according to a Depart- 
ment spokesman, 

The lone bidder was Ole Hansen and Sons, Inc., of Pleasantville, The new 
bridges would replace existing ones over Jonathan's Thorofare and Big Hay Creek, 
Others that would be improved are located at Little Hay Creek, Beach Thorofare, 
Inside Thorofare and Great Thorofare, 

The planned improvements range from simple resurfacing operations to widen- 
ing some structures and replacing portions of the underpinning and decks prior to 
applying the new surface of bituminous concrete, 

At all locations where the bituminous concrete would be applied to existing 
or replacement wood plank decks, the Department plans called for incorporating 
a wire mesh fabric, similar to heavy duty farm fencing, in the resurfacing 


material as an experimental undertaking to prevent breaking up of the surface,

The project bid on includes structures to carry Van Winkle 
Avenue and the New York Susquehanna & Western Railroad over the 
future highway, and take the highway over Goffle Road. Three small 
bridges of the proposed project will be short spans of the new highway 
and two of its ramps over Goffle Brook. 

The Van Winkle Avenue Bridge over Route 208 will be 120 feet 
long and provide a 36-foot wide roadway flanked by six-foot wide 
Sidewalks for the local street. 

The bridge carrying the NYS & W. Railroad over the highway will 
be 105 feet long and 17 feet wide. Its abutments will be constructed 
double width in order to provide for possible future expansion of 
the facility to accommodate two rail lines.

In order to accommodate Van Winkle Avenue traffic during the

While the bridge is being constructed Van Winkle Avenue will 
be closed within the construction area and both directions of Van 
Winkle Avenue traffic will be diverted to use of Ninth Avenue and 
the new roadway.

In conjunction with the project the Department will relocate

During sewer relocation work on Genevieve Avenue between Ninth 
and Tenth Avenues the street will be closed to all through traffic 
during working hours and to westbound traffic only at all other 
times. While the relocation work is being performed between Ninth

Trenton, Apr. 2.- The State Highway Department today received 
bids on a project that would include replacing the Canton Drain 
Bridge and reconstructing 2,400 feet of the Harmersville-Canton 
Road in Lower Alloways Creek Township, Salem County. 

Low bidder was C. Fiske Campbell, Inc., of Bridgeton. The 
firm's bid was $67,878.08. Other bidders were Gentile Bros., of 
Bridgeton; Thomas Nicol Co., Farmingdale; and Ole Hansen & Sons, 
Pleasantville. 

The proposed work is to be done as part of the Federal aid 
program for secondary roads. Under the provisions of this program 
the county in which the work is to be performed and the federal 
government share equally in the cost of the work. The State Highway 
Department advises in the preparation of and reviews the plans and 
specifications for the ares es receives bids and awards the contract, 
and furnishes trained inspectors during construction. 

According to plans for the Canton Drain project the existing 
single-lane timber bridge, of early 1900 vintage, will be torn out 
completely and replaced by a new structure that will accommodate a 
30 foot wide roadway flanked by five foot wide concrete sidewalks, 

The entire deck of the new structure will be reinforced con- 
crete supported by treated timber piles that will be arranged so that 
there are three separate 15 foot long spans in the bridge's 45-foot 
total length. 

A major portion of the project will consist of reconstructing 


the Harmersville-Canton Road adjacent to the bridge.

This work will begin approximately 1,000 feet westerly of the 
bridge site and continue about 1,400 feet beyond the bridge. For 
a greater part of the total distance the reconstructed road will be 
surfaced with bituminous concrete to a width of 30 feet.

Trenton, Apr. 2.- The State Highway Department today received 
six bids on a proposed project that would consist of replacing the 
Route 25 Bridge over Clove River and reconstructing portions of the 
highway adjacent to the bridge and at Colesville, Wantage aonanie 
Sussex County. 

enestiymof Willis: ot Pani, tS of Branchville, submitted the 
lowest bid, in the amount of $372,986.66. Other bidders were J.F. 
Chapman & Sons, of Hillside; Ell-Dorer Contracting eee Irvington; 
Union Bldg. & Construction Corp., Passaic; Stanley J. Ziobro, East 
Rutherford; and Franklin Contracting aot Newark. 

The original structure at Clove River was washed out by flash 
floods that resulted from heavy rainfall accompanying the hurricanes 
of August 1955. A temporary structure erected by the Highway Depart- 
ment at that time has served since, 

The new bridge will be constructed 150 feet east, or upstream, 
of its present location. In conjunction with the bridge replacement 
the highway will be realigned for a total distance of 1,600 feet. 

The new concrete structure wi1l provide a 37-foot wide stream 
opening and 10-foot clearance above normal water level. Its deck 
will accommodate a 44-foot wide roadway flanked by 6-foot wide 
shoulders. 

Realignment of the highway 800 feet immediately adjacent to each 
end of the bridge will eliminate an existing reverse curvature of the 
roadway. The completed and realigned portion will consist of a 
24-foot wide riding surface, bituminous concrete on macadam base, 


and a 10-foot wide hard surfaced shoulder on each side.

At Colesville approximately four miles northerly on Route 23, 
the work includes replacement of two existing culverts and a slight 
realignment of a 2,500 foot long section of the highway there in 
order to eliminate two curves in the road.
